Souvenir Said to Possess Sinister 
Influence 

Premier Poincare of France is ‘the 
possessor of a “hoodoo” statuette, but 
thus far, at least, has weathered its 
sinister influence. It was brought 
from India by Gustave Lebon, the 
scientist, who was sent there by Sadio 
Carnot when the latter was a member 


of the ministry. _M. Garnot, looking 
over the collection of curios Lebon 
brought back, was asked by the scien- 


tist to choose a souvenir from thé lot. 
He chose the. statuette, whereupon 
Lebon urged him to take something 
else, as, ‘according Hindoo superstl- 
tion, the statuette was a “hoodoo.” 

“Whoever has it will die or be as- 
sassinated after reaching the highest 
office in. his country,” Lebon said, 
Nevertheless M. Carnot took it. He 
was elected. president a few months 
later, and was assassinated on June 
24, 1894. 

Mme. Carnot, ‘by a codicil to her 
will, instructed the family to get rid 
of it, and it came into the hands of M, 
Polncare. He went through. the 
presidency unharmed, but as he is 
still in high’oflice the secret service 
men charged with his protection wish 
earnestly that someone would steal 
the curlo or that it will disappear in 
some other manner,

Mounted Police Establish Three New 
Posts In_ Far North 

The Dominion Government has es- 
tablished three more Royal Canadlan 
Mounted Police posts in the north, 
according to Capt. H. T. Munn, a 
pioneer of Manitoba> who has just 
‘returned. to Winnipeg from Baffin’s 
Land, The most northerly of the 
new posts is located at Ellesmere 
Land, about latitude 76N. Other 
posts in this region will probably be 
jocated west of Pond’s Inlet, along Laa- 
caster Sound, and at Lake Harbor, 
Hudson Straits. Capt. Munn has 
been trading with the -natives. of 
Pond’s Inlet, Baffin’s Land and Cum- 
berland Gulf since-1912, and has’ re- 
turned to Winnipeg after turning 
over his two trading stations at these 
points to the Hudson’s Bay Company, 
which purchased them, together with 
all furs on hand and his 150ton auxt- 
liary schooner, for approximately: $60,- 
000. He stated the fur crop was fair- 
ly satisfactéry this year, 
yield at Camberland’ Gulf being about 
4,000: foxes, valued at $128,000. :

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Monster Elephants 


Elephants Larger than Jumbo Said to 
Be Found tn Central Africa 

In the belief that elephants twelve 
feet high are to be found in Central 
Africa, Edward Heller, field scientist 
for the Field Museum of Natural His- 
tory, Chicago, will lead an expedition 
into a region rarely visited by white 
men in the hope of bringing back the 
hide and skeleton of one of these 

monsters, Hunters have from time 
to time reported seeing ejephants

Jumbo is supposed to have been the 
largest elephant, ever in captivity, and 
his, advertised height was 12 feet. The 
fact is that he measured just 10 feet 9 
inches, the extra fifteen inches exist- 
ing in the mind of Mr. P, T. Barnum, 
who*perhaps in this as in other in- 
stances, marvelled at his own modera- 
tion. The largest elephant killed fell 
to the gun of Major Power-Cotton in 
the Upper Nile, and measured 11 feet 
6% inches; -E. 8. Grogan, another 
English big game hunter, bagged a 
bull only half an inch shorter, 
while Carl B. Akeley shot one 11 
feet 4 inches tall. Col. Roosevelt, 
on his visit to Central Africa some 
years ago, shot an elephant 10 feet 9] ® 
inches high and this is the largest in 
the collection of the National Museum 
at Washington. Mr. Heller accompan- 
fed the former president on this hunt- 
ing expedition and was joint author 
with Col. Roosevelt of the book on 
African game animats. t 
In this book they record having 
seen elephants in herds of from 
forty to fifty, several of them falling 
to their guns. Ono herd was accom- 
panied by a large flock of herons 
which perched themselves on the ele 
phant’s backs and moved with them 
when they had finished feeding. The 
elephants apparently did not object to 
the society of the birds, but they wero 
dangerous companions since they ad- 
vyertised the presence of the grazing 
herd by perching on the acacia 
bushes as the animals fed. This was 
the country of Livingstone and Stan- 
ley and it {s there that .Mr. Heller is 
going. No more may he expect to 
se such herds as the early explorers 
encountered.” Livingstone has rec- 
orded in his journals that a herd of 
these savage animals once charged his 
caravan, while Stanley said that they 
were so Numerous that they obstruct: 
ed his progress and that the guns car- 
ried by his party were not suffiicently 
powerful to kill those that came with- 
in his range. Nearly twenty years 
ago the African elephant was near ex- 
tinction for being sought wholly for 
its fvory and never taught Hke the In- 
dian elephapt to work for man, it was 
valueless except when killed. Then 
an agreement among the nations that 
had African possesions gave the ele-

Alleged that Young Women In Britain 
Glaim tobe of Voting Age 

Woman’s traditional privilege’ of 
concealing her age is being worked 
in reverse, certain political agents in 
Britain have slggested, by politically- 
minded women who, throwing - tradi- 
tion to the winds, are exaggerating 
their age in order to vote. 


the astonishing growth in the number 
of women voters and ungallantly volo: 
doubts as to whether all women regis- 
tered were legally entitled to the fran- 
chise. 

As women are not qualified to vot 
til they reach the age of 30, while 
the legal voting age of men is 21, it is 
regarded as strange that in several 
parliamentary divisions’ the names of 
women on the registers actually. out- 
numbered the men, while in many con- 
stituencles the difference-was only 
slightly in favor of the men. 

“It is easier than formerly for un- 
authorized peoplé to get thelr names 
entered on the voters’ list and more 
dificult to maintain a check,” the 
Daily Mail quotes one political agent 
as saying, “owing to the change in the 

system of registration which was fn- 
augurated in 1914, when women fwere 
first admiited to the franchise. Since 
that year the total number of voters 
-has swelled from roughly eight mfl- 
lon to more than twenty millions.” 

Speculating on the immense number 
of women registered, despite the ago 
limit, the-agent said: “The woman of

Restoring “Ancient Relics 


| May Take Years to Restore Objects 
Found In King Tut's Tomb 

It. will require years to refitoye ac- 
curately for later archaeological study 
and public observation the relics found 
in the tomb of King- Tutankhamen 
in the Egyptian Valley of the Kings, 
says the current bulletin of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art of New York. 

The extremely fragile condition of 
the aged cloths and vestments make 
impossible their repair or even hand- 
ling.

Unfortunately, it had been found that 
insulin deteriorated very rapidly un- 
der tropical conditions, and supplies of 
sufficient potency to be really effective 
had not succeeded Mm reaching Ran- 
goon, 

A series of tests have recently been 
carried out at the Pasteur Institute 
of Burma with insulin,.both of BEng- 
lish and American manufacture, and 
\it has been found that insulin, tested 
even within six weeks of-its date of 
issue by the manufacturing firms re- 
tains only one-fiftieth or lesa of Its 
original strength, a fact which ren- 
ders the preparation useless. 

The authoritative conclusion is that, 
unless insulin can be rendered more 
stable and resistent to tropical clima- 
tic conditions, it fs not likely to come 
into’ general use in India. If manu- 
factured in India, and stored and, dlg- 
tributed with care, it might be pos-. 
sible to obtain an effective product, 
but the subject will requiye to be very 
fully investigated.

Photographs Can Now Be Transmitted 
Over Wires By Belin System 


Potographs,~ drawings, longhand
